To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chaimiian,  Ladies  &  Gentlem.sn, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  i^nnual  Report  for  the  year  1962 
which  has  been  compiled  on  the  general  lines  indicated  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health, 

The  Population  of  the  Area  has  increased  from  18,490  to  18,890  (400 ). 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  from  all  causes  amounted  to  183  (Figure  for 
1961  was  173,  i960  was  167  and  1959  was  166).  This  gives  a  Death  Hate  for  the 
Area  of  14*6  (adjusted).  England  &  '/ales  11. 9- 

The  number  of  Live  Births  in  the  Area  for  the  year  totalled  292. 

Live  Births  thus  exceeding  the  number  of  Deaths  by  109.  This  gives  a  Live  Birth 
Rate  for  the  Area  of  15. 4*  England  &  Wales  18.0. 

Malignant  Neoplasm  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  caused  13  Deaths  which  is 
an  increase  of  8  on  the  figure  for  1961  (6  in  i960  and  2  in  1959).  This  is 
7.1^  of  the  total  Deaths  in.  the  Area  for  the  year.  (3*5%  in  i960). 

Coronary  Disease  and  ;\ngina  accounted  for  37  Deaths  during  the  year 
(20  in  1961  and  24  in  I960).  This  is  20»2%  of  tho  total  deaths  in  the  Area 
for  the  /oar.  (I96I  =  11.5^  and  I960  =  U.3%). 

From  this  it  will  be  observed  that  the  mortality  rate  from  these  t^^ro 
causes  still  continues  to  increase.  This  in  spite  of  the  publicity  which  has 
been  given  to  the  causes,  (certain  probable  and  possible)  by  Press,  Television, 
Ra.dio,  Publicity  Campaign  etc. 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  occured  during  the  year,  which  fact  is  a 
tribute  to  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the  co-operation  i^hich 
they  have  received  from  the  owner  and  manager  of  the  main  food  premises. 
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I  would  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Public  Hoalth  Dopartnent  for 
their  further  co-operation  in  the  completion  of  the  Report,  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  and  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  and  Health  Visitors  of  the  Area 
for  their  assistance  in  carrying  out  the  work  during  the  past  year.

Population.  The  population  of  the  Stone  Rural  llistr'ict  -increasef^  fi-ora 
18,490  to  18,890.  This  was  an  increcose  of  4OO  persons  for  the  year, 

(1959  =  17,610,  i960  =  18,110,  1961  =  18,490). 

Deaths.  The  total  nuraber  of  deaths  from  all  causes  including  Inward 
Transferable  Deaths  and  excluding  Still  Births  totalled  to  183  (i960  =  167, and. 
1961  =  173).  This  gives  a  Death  Rate  for  the  Area  of  9.6  (Eng.  Pz  Wales  =  11. S) 

Births.  The  number  of  Live  Births  in  the  Area  amounted  to  292  which  figure 
is  a  decrease  of  2  on  I96I  (i960  =  272).  This  gi^es  a  Birth  Rate  for  the 
Area  of  15.4* 

Infant  Mortality.  The  number  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  equalled  6, 
Death  Rate  =  20,5  (Eng,  &  '/ales  =  21.6)  of  those, 4  were  under  four  weeks  of 
age  and  the  same  number  of  deaths  were  under  one  week  of  age. 

Notifiable  and  Infectious  Disease.  59  cases  wore  notified  during  the  year 

"(1961  =  36iy7 

Food  Poisoning.  There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  or  suspected  food 
poisoning  during  the  year. 

Small  Pox,  In  January  a  suspected  case  of  /3mall  Pox  occured  in  the  "rea.  He 
was  removed  to  an  Isolation  Hospital  but  after  tests  and  observation  the  case 
proved  to  be  negative.  As  a  result  of  this  quits  a  large  number  of  persons 
came  forward  to  be  vaccinated.

Very  little  progress  had  been  aa.de  during  the  year  on  the  implementa.tion 
of  this  scheme,  but  it  is  hoped  that  after  obtaining  the  revised  terms  from 
the  Staffs.  Potteries  Water  Board,  more  favourable  grant  aided  terms  would 
be  made  available  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  (&  Local  Government. 


SEWERAGE. 

Bar las ton  Parish. 

Se\7ag:e  Disposal  -  Rourfn  Close. 

The  Council  .gave  consideration  to  the  conve^^^nce  of  sei-jage  from  the  Rough 
Close  Area  to  the  Wedgwood  Sewer,  consequent  upon  a  report  subiiiitted  by  the 
Survep'or  on  the  condition  of  the  Rough  Close  Se^^/s.ge  Works.^  The  Council  agreed 
that  the  matter  be  discussed  mth  Messrs.  Wedgwood's  to  ascertain  the  terms 
under  which  they  would  accept  semge  frora  tlie  Rough  Close  area,  and  if  such 
terms  were  available,  application  would  be  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  for  approval. 


Fulford  Parish . 

FulEord.  Moss  Gate  and  Cross  Gate  Sewerage  Scheme . 

The  Council,  during  the  year  gave  further  consideration  to  the  variance 
of  the  scheme  to  serve  the  Fulford,  Moss  Gate  and  Cross  Gate  Areas. 
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This  proposal  is  now  being  prepared. 


Hilderstone  Parish. 
Hilder stone  Sewerage  Scheme. 


The  Council  acquired  the  land  for  the  purpose  of  the  sevrage  disposal  plant 
in  respect  of  this  proposal  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  scheme  will  be 
available  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  during 
1963. 


Sandon  Parish, 

Sandon  Sewerage  Scheme. 

Approval  of  this  scheme  ^^/as  given  by  the  Minister^  and  preliminary  works 
of  la^O-ng  out  the  area  for  the  disposal  vj’orks  was  put  in  hand  by  the  end  of 
December. 

Swvnnerton  Parish. 

Clayton  Sewerage  Scheme, 

Progress  in  connection  ^yith  this  scheme  was  somewiiat  retarded  due  to 
extremely  bad  weather  conditions  water,  and  at  a  later  stage  the  presence  of 
seams  of  rock,  but  nevertheless,  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  sewer  was  serving 
properties  in  the  I'Jhitmore  Road  and  part  of  Newcastle  Road,  Clayton. 


Generally  quite  a  number  of  conversions  have  been  carried  out  during  the 
year  and  modifications  carried  out  to  various  sewage  installations,  also  the 
construction  of  a  flushing  chamber  to  serve  the  overhead  sewer  crossing  the 
River  Trent  at  Strongford,  which  had  to  be  relaid  due  to  a  main  fracture  caused 
by  frost  damage. 

PUBLIC  GLLAI\iSING  REFUSE  COLLECTION  Al'D  DISPOSAL . 


The  Council’s  refuse  collection  is  still  being  maintained  with  three 
vehicles  in  spite  of  the  continued  housing  development  throughout  the  district. 
One  of  these  vehicles  ms  replaced  lyith  an  18/26  cu  yd.  Compressmore  vehicle. 

This  eased  the  situation  somewhat  and  it  has  been  possible  to  make  an  improvement 
on  the  refuse  collection  round  as  a  result. 


Tbs  tips  are  still  in  operation  although  tipping  facilities  in  the  area 
are  getting  somewhat  limited  and  it  will  be  necessary  in  the  near  future  to 
consider  obtaining  a  site  which  would  enable  the  Council  to  have  adequate 
tipping  capacity  for  a  number  of  years. 

NIGHT  SOIL  COLLECTION . 

As  reported  in  I96I  the  collection  of  night  soil  is  steadily  being  reduced  as 
main  drainage  systems  are  extended  to  non-sewered  parts  of  the  district.  On  the 
other  hand  cleansing  of  septic  tanks  has  increased  somewhat.  This  in  the  main  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  tiie  Council  offered  to  the  householders  in  the  district  a  free 
cleansing  service  of  their  septic  tanks  once  each  year,  thereafter  a  nominal  charge 
for  cleansing  during  the  intervening  period.  This  as  reported,  has  tended  to 
throw  a  greater  burden  on  the  cesspool  emptying  service.

In  four  cases 
the  cyst  was  completely  calcified  and  the  w'ss  con'^'Ornned;  in  one  case,  the 

heaid:  was  condemned  and  the  carcase  and  remainder  of  the  offal  was  consigned 
to  cold  storage  for  a  period  of  three  weeks.
